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Cool Uintas offer chance for hot fishing 


Looking for a place to fish this 
summer? Consider the High 
Uintas. 

There are over 1,000 lakes in the 
Uintas and 650 have fish 
populations. 

July and August, the two hottest 
months of the year, are also the 
best months to fish the higher ele- 

_vation lakes and streams. 

These waters are generally inac- 

cessible until early July and can be 
. snowed in by mid-September. 

Trout are the most common fish 
in the High Uintas. And even 
though most of the lakes are far 
from civilization, almost all of the 
game fish found in these waters 
were introduced. 

This could be due to several 
things, including no access for fish 
to naturally reach the lakes, lack of 
breeding areas and tendencies for 
periodical winterkill. 

As a result, the Utah Division of 
Wildlife Resources initially 
stocked rainbow, brown, arctic 
grayling, golden trout, brook, ko- 
kanee salmon and several subspe- 
cies of cutthroat. 

Today, the Utah Division of 
Wildlife Resources stocks the 
lakes with rainbow, cutthroat 
and/or brown, depending on the 
characteristics of the water. 

Fish are stocked on a two- to 
five-year rotation. Most of the 
stocking is done by dropping fin- 
gerlings from an airplane. Lakes 
that are accessible by roads are 
typically stocked with catchables 
about ever two weeks. 

While the DWR doesn’t stock 
golden trout and grayling, hold- 
over populations can still be found 
in some lakes.

Fishing, however, can be unpre- 
dictable at the higher lakes. The 
fish can be, at times, very selective. 
The solution is to take along a wide 
selection of lures, flies and baits. 

Generally, a small, bright-col- 
ored lure with some red in it will 
work in most lakes. Flies imitating 
mosquitoes, mayflies and ants also 
work well. 


s offer excellent summertime fishing experiences and cooler temperatures. 


It is also suggested that fisher- 
men heading to the Uintas be pre- 
pared for the changing weather 
patterns. 

For short trips take along water 
as many of the lakes and streams 
are contaminated with giardia. For 
longer trips use a combination of 
filters and boiling the water to re- 
move the parasite and its spores. 


Insect repellent and sunscreen are 
also recommended. 

The DWR has produced a series 
of booklets on the Uintas. The 
books are organized by drainages 
and include information on fish 
and lake size, elevation, depth and 
available camping sites. The book- 
lets are available through DWR of- 
fices statewide.
